•  aponsible.  He  embarked  on  a  policy 
of  filibaster.  He  accomplished  one 
thing,  namely,  prevcating  hit  own 
legislation  rereivinR  sanction.  He 
has  not  upset  the  new  Government, 
for  ICr.  Meighen  contlnttea  a«  Prime 
lliniiter. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  King,  in  effect,  by 
his  tactics  in  the  dying  hours  of  the 
late  session,  betrayed  the  I'rogres- 
slvrs.  He  allowed  the  legislation 
which  they  had  done  so  much  to 
promote  and  which  hia  Government 
had  fathered  to  fall  by  the  wayside. 
}le  even  went  to  the  point  of  ob- 
structing the  passage  of  Supply.  That 
it  a  serioiii  tuafter.  and  the  respon- 
sibility lies  on  the  shoulders  of  Mr. 
King.    He   has  cahihited  anything 

but  statesmanship  ever  sinre  the  elec- 
tion of  October  29  last.  All  be  has 
striven  to  do  was  to  hang  on  to 
office  by  any  device.  He  sought  to 
do  this  despite  the  fact  that  he  had 
told  the  people  of  Canada  at  the  out- 
set of  the  laat  campaign  that  he  would 
not  be  content  again  to  hold  offii  r  in 
name  and  not  in  fact,  in  other  words, 
he  gave  an  a^dcrtaking  which  he 
failed  to  implrmrnt.  He  was  more 
concerned  about  keeping  office  than 
In  keeping  faith.  He  now  has  the 
reward  which  must  follow  such  a 
policy,  and  in  securing  it  his  per- 
sonal reputation  has  suffered  severely. 

PItOFBMION  OF  TEACHING 

A  correspondent  in  The  London 
Times  Educational  Supplement  raises 
the  question  of  how  long  a  teacher 
ought  to  teach.  He  quotes  Dr.  West 
cott  who  said  that  no  one  ought  tu  be 
a  schoolmaster  more  than  fourteen 

years,  and  ha  adranres  many  interest- 
ing reasons  to  sustain  thi«  belief  m  the 
event  of  the  present  methods  of  mak- 
ing teachers  not  being  revised.  In 
speaking  of  the  temptations  which  be- 
set school  teachers  he  points  to  their 
eont.irt  with  unformed  mladis,  with 
scholars  who  have  less  knowledjjr  thin 
themselves,  with  those  over  whom  they 
axcrdse  authority.   The  work  on  this 

account  "is  too  ea*v  and  e»«ilv  beprts 
pretence."  He  points  out  how  the 
teacher  can  pose  before  his  or  her  class 
Tbrre  is  a  RrowiiiR  familiarity  with  the 
task  and  consequently  it  demands  less 
and  less  ciTart.  The  correspondent 
savs  that  the  experienred  fearlier  is 
sometimes  little  more  than  an  experi- 
•nce4  aatomaloo  and  his  apparent  gain 
•is  more  than  eounterbalanref!  bv  the 
loss  of  effort,  of  creative  sense,  of 
•nthasiastic  discovery,  which  liit  ili- 
dreasing  faalUtjr  in  tachni^  has 
^eatroyed."

jl£PR£SSIV£  MEASURES 


Lalast  reports  indicate  that  the 
United  States  is  to  make  a  new  effort 
to  enforce  ProMbitwn.  This  has  been 
decided  upon  because  there  is  a  grow- 
ing conviction  in  the  country  that 
Prohibition,  as  practised  in  that  Re- 
public, does  not  prohibit;  hence  more 
millions  'of  dollars  are  to  be  poured 
out  with  the  design  oi  enforcing  the 
law.  A  special  army  of  4,000  men  has 

been  rnohili7r<l  and  ati  apiimpriation 
of  $29,000,000  set  aside.  It  may  be 
assumed  that  the  law  will  be  enforced 
more  effectively  by  anch  an  armv 
than  in  the  past,  and  it  will  be  en- 
forced by  repressive  measures.  It  is 
exactly   those  measures  that  have 

been  leading  to  a  growing  tide 
of  hostility  to  the  attempt  to  make 
the  United  States  dry  by  force.  If 

they  are  inrreased  it  may  I"-  assumed 
that  the  hostility  will  become  more 
potrnt. 

General  I,  \nr|rr\As.  who  is  in 

charge  of  Prohibition  enforcement, 
predicts  that  within  two  years  his 
purpose  will  be  effectively  gifined,  and 
that  there  will  be  more  popularity  for 
the  Prohibition  law.  Those  who  are 
aware  of  the  teachings  of  history,  and 
who  know  that  wherever  repressive 
mea:>ures  are  '  employed  popularity 
for  any  measiire  is  not  enjolaad  will 

be  inclined  to  disaprer  with  Cmeral 
Andrews.  The  trouble  in  the  United 
States  has  been  and  is  that  the 
methods  for  enforcing  Prohibition 
have  been  all  wrong  because  they 
have  been  repressive.  Officialdom  in 
that  country  has  yet  to  learn  its  Ics 
son,  and  probably  it  will  learn  it  all 
the  quicker  when  it  increases  the  re 
pression  which  has  already  been  in- 
fused into  the  operation  of  the  Vol- 
stead .\ct. 


The  Montreal  Gazette  sav*  "The 
avidity  with  which  he  (Mr.  Mackenzie 
King):  seized  upon  the  first  pretext, 
however  flimsy,  for  launching  an  attack 
upon  the  British  connection  is  in  itself

Poland.  The  fact  that  such  barbarous 
nieihods  of  determining  the  ments  of 
cases  are  stili  common  in  many  coun- 
tries indicates  that  our  civilization  is 
but  *  ^rfM-rr,  that  our  Christianity  is 
but  a  "^(wm.  Acciutomed  for  centuries 
to  strife  and  bloodshed,  the  people  of 
Kurope  seem  to  find  it  impossible  to 
di.smi.ss  the  idea  of  war  from  their 
minds.  The  tragedy  of  the  Great  War 
apparently  has  not  convinced  them  that 
any  kind  of  war  under  present  condi- 
tions, besides  being  erimiaal,  la  the  ex- 
tremity of  foNy.

C.reat  Rrit,rin  also  is  in  a  state  of 
unrest,  but  the  British  people,  with  the 
possible  exception  of  a  few  Common- 
-•<■  .irr  not  rd'sessf^l  of  the  silly  thcrry 
that  conditions  are  likely  to  be  im- 
proved by  violence  and  shedding  of 
blood.  The  theories  nt  I.enin.  allhoiipli 
there  are  a  number  of  disciples  of  that 
ruthless  preacher  of  Bolshevism  in 
Kngland  and  Scotland,  are  not  popular, 
or  likely  ever  to  become  popular,  in  the 
Old  Couatry.  Still,  the  political,  so- 
cial and  industrial  conditions  in  Rrit 
ain  are  so  critical  that  many  thought- 
ful minds  are  apprehensive  about  the 
future.  The  important  business  of  the 
Mother  of  Parliaments  is  no  longer 
transacted  with  dignity  and  decorum. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  insulting 
references  are  made  to  the  Sovereign. 
In  the  House  of  Lords  strangers  Inter- 
rupt the  proceedings  and  howl  in  de- 
rision at  the  remarks  of  some  of  th< 
.speakers.  Should  Uurope  burst  into 
flame,  even  Britain,  with  all  her  stead- 
fastness of  purpose,  might  not  be  com- 
pletely exempt  from  the  consequences 

of  the  conflagration.

Kven  America,  although  so  remote 
from  the  centre  of  nifttation  and  tm- 
rest,  is  not  absolutely  tranquil.  The 
forces  of  lawlessness  and  disorder  are 
enRatfed  in  perpetual  warf.ire  with  the 
agencies  of  the  c:>tabii»hed, order  in  the 
United  States.  The  criminal  army  of 
the  republic.  acrordinR  to  an  official 
whose  duty  it  is  to  enforce  the  law,  is 
larger  than  the  military  army  main- 
tained by  federal  authoritv.  There  are 
twenty  thousand  murderers  in  jail  and 
one  hundred  thousand  at  large,  doubt- 
less enKaged  in  the  lousiness  of  arlding 
materially«to  the  number  of  murders 
per  year,  which/ at  the  present'  time 
iverages  about  ten  thotisand.  The 
official  whi  furnishes  the  criminal  sta- 
tistics declares  that  the  coaditions  are 
appalling  and  are  becoming  asoTc  ap> 
palling  every  year.

Canada  is  not  free  from  the  universal 
ailment.  While  the  United  States  is 
troubled  by  a  civil  war  and  will  con- 
tinue to  suffer  indefinitely  from  the 
consequences  of  it,  our  war  is  political, 
and  we  are  not  likely  to  suffer  seriously 
from  the  consequences  of  it.  In  fart, 
our  sham  war  is  something  that  prob- 
ably could  be  dealt  with  most  effec- 
tively by  the  late  Sir  William  Cilbert 
The  first  shot  in  the  campaign  was,  of 
re>urse,  fired  from  the  smooth-bore  gun 
of  Rt.
